Shafts,and Sythes, zzpiter’s (ow invent- 
ed: althoush Diodorus afcribeth the 
invention of them to Apolle, -Artaba- 
nus, Woom Eufebius reciceth, faith,thac 
the invention of Armour, began by 
Mofes; which being very young, at- 
chieved the firfthardy enterprife againtt 
the Ethiopians. Of all Engines of war, 
the Cretians found firt the Crofs-bows: 
the Syrians, Quarelles or Bolts : and 
the Phanicians tound Brakes and Slings,

(as Phalerivs faid) they wall dig Pluto 
out ofhellforic. And Diogenes when 
he was asked why Gold looked fo pale, 
an(wered very well,faying : Becaule It 
hath many that lye in waic for it. (ad- 
mus, as Pliny affirmeth, founditin the cadyys 
_ Mounc Paagens in Thrace. or as ome found Geld 
think, ic was Theas, and Eaclw chat in- 
vented it in Pauchaia. Silver, Erichtho- 
wins of Athens or Ceacus found out. They 
report that Gold was found in Pagess, 
becaufe there is great plenty in chat 
hill,. as Heredotus doth write. The 
five brethren named /dei Dafty/:,found 
Iron in Creet, AMidacritus brought lead 
out of the Ilands againft Spain, called 
Caffitrides, as Strabo declareth. Brafle 
was found by Cimirs, in the Ife of Cy- 

prs,

Creet. Ciniras alfo devifed the Tongs, 


File, and Lever. Norwithftanding Cle- 
sent faith, chat Selementesand Damna- 
menens,two Jews, found Iron firtt in 
Cyprus, and the Pannenians Brafle, Ari- 
Stetle holdeth opinion , chat Lydus a 
Scythian firtt caught to mele and work 
Brafle, Theophrafius thinketh ic was 
Delasya Phrygian. Strabo writeth that 
a cercain people named Thelchines , 
wrought Ironand Braffe firft, and they 
made a Sword named Harp, which they 
gave to Saturn, 

The Smiths Forge fome think the 
Calybiaus found, and fome {uppole it 
were the Cyelopes; which firft ufed che 
Smiths craft.

And {peci- 
ally rhe Romans did chat with great 
pomp and many obfervances, as I did 
declare before in the third book out of 
Herodian, Ofthem our Bifhops learn- 
ed,as by a pattern, their rice of canoni- 
zing Saints : and che yearly facrifices, 
that Gregory and Felix appointed, con- 
¢erned nothing elfe but ro declare, that 
thofe Martyrs were Saints, and of the 
houfhold of God. Laft of all, Alexan- 
der the third ordained, ‘That no fuch 
divine folemnicy fhould be given ro any 
man openly, without he were canoni- 
zed, and admitted ro be a Saint by the 
Bifhop of Rome his Bull, becaule no 
man fhould choofe himfelf any private 
Saint, Or commit any peculiar Idola- 
try.

Themoft noble and rich mien had 
their Buttons madeof Gold. The mean 
ferc of people ufed Silver. The pooreft 
Brafie or Iron, Souldiers did wear Sil- 
ver Buttons, Bur Axrelianns at firk al- 
lowed them ro be madz of Gold for his 
Souldiers (as Vopifeus refifies), Empe- 
rours had che fummity or cop of their 
Butons made of Jew:ls; and fome- 
times the whole Burton it felf. The 
Emperour Leo commanded thar fouldi- 
exs fhould wie {uch Buttens as were one- 
ly precious for Gold, and rare work- 
manfhip, buc nor fach as were enriched 
with jewels, becanfe thofe did belong 
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tothe ufeand ornament of che Empe- . 


rour onely, Commanders among other 
rewards, were wont to give a Golden 
Burton to thofe Souldiers that had 
fought witha generous and ftout cou- 
rage, ag Livy ofren mentioneth.

led in Latine, Latos Clavos, and there- 
forechey didnot girdtheir Coats, This 
kind of Garment was the roken of Sena- 
tours. 

Whenit was cold, they did wear a 
Cloak under cheir Gowns which was 
fringed, and Knights moft. commonly 
uled it, as Zfidore declareth. 

In Rainy weather, (as Martial faith) 
they did pur ona Cioak made of Lea- 
ther or skins, which they did wear above 
their Coat. They wenr without Hofe 
tocovertheir leos, and for thar caufe 
whenthe duft remained on them, they 
wafhedthem every day (as Quintslian 
afferts). Pompey having 2 {welling up- 
on his thin; covered ir witha binding of 
linnen, anda Bracelet, fo that a certain 
man faidin{port, chat he ware that on 
hisleg, which Kingsdid bear on their 
heads, Feormen did wear hofe or leg- 
harneffe, which rhe Latines called -Cali- 
ge, whence the Souldiers were called 
Caligati, Likewife they had fhort- 
Cloaks or Caffocks,, which faftned un- 
der their Chin, and when they Were tea- 
dy to fight, chey caftic upon both cheir 
fhoulders; and, thatthey might be nim- 
blerco refit their enemies, rhey girded
